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Menlo Park Fireman 
Answers Last Alarm 


John Francis Merrill, 19 year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. 
Merrill, passed away at the home of 
his paents on Glenwood avenue, in 
this city Monday. H's death comes 
as a great shock to his many 
friends. 

John Merrill was president of the 
senior class of 1933 at Sequoia 
Union high school, where he made 
a name for h‘mself, both with the 
members of the faculty and stud- | 
ents, for his ardent attention to 
duty, high standing in his studies, 
and general sportsmanship. On 
leaving high schoo] he enrolled at 
Menlo Junior College but was forced 
to leave school soon after on ac- 
count of illness which later result- 
ed in his death. 

Young Merrill was a natural born 
fireman, going to his first fire with 
his parents at the early age of one 
month. He earned his way into the 
Menlo Park Fire Department by 
passing the examinations, 
highest man, at the “Firemen’s 
School” conducted here over a year 
ago and was the youngest man in 
the department, his parents finally 
allowing him to join the loca] com- 
pany after he had successfully pas- 
sed the examinations. 

According to a statement made by 
Fire Chief Thomas Cuff young 
Merrill was one of the best fire- 
fighters in the local department. He 
was faithful to his duties at all 
times and could always be depended 
on, 

The funeral] was held from the 
parlors of Roller and Hapgood in 
Palo Alto Wednesday morning. All 
night Friday night and until the

body was removed from the parlors ; 


Wednesday a guard of honor from 
the fire department was on duty 


with the body of a beloved and de- | 


parted comrade. 

Following the services at the 
chapel the casket was borne be- 
tween two lines of firemen standing 
at attention to the waiting automo- 
bile and the courtage left Palo Alto 


for Cypress Lawn with a police es- | 


cort from the Palo Alto Police De- 
partment. 

The funeral procession was met 
at the southern end of Menlo Park’s 
business district by Chief of Police 
Ed Farrell of Atherton and Chief of 
Police Thomas Kearney of Menlo 
Park and escorted through the city, 
the pall bearers marehing beside 
the hearse as a guard of honor. 

At the corner of Santa Cruz ave- 
nue the courtage passed between 
two lines made up of uniformed fire 
men and city officials headed by 
Mayor W. H. Weeden, standing at 
attention with uncovered heads. 
The flag on the fire house was at 
half mast and the old fire bell tolled 
as the procession passed through 
the city. 

The guard of honor was compos- 
ed of members of the Fire Depart- 
ments of Mountain View, Palo Alto, 
Redwood City and Menlo Park, in 
charge of Fire Chief Clarence Law- 
son of Mountain View. 

Many friends from all parts of 
the Peninsula and school mates 
from the high school gathered at 
the chapel to pay their last tribute 
of love to a departed friend. Young 
Merrill was laid to rest in his fire- 
man’s uniform which he loved so 
well. 

An unusually large number of 
floral pieces attested the high 
esteem in which the young man 
was held and outstanding among 
them was a beautiful red “Fire 


Helmet” bearing a number 10 which | 


was Merrill’s number in the local 
department. 

In the death of John Merrill the 
City of Menlo Park as well as the 
fire department has suffered an ir- 
repairable loss. He was loved by 
every one with whom he came in 
eontact for his cheerful manly dis- 
position and his ever ready desire to 
do a good turn to help another. The 
sympathy of the entire community 
goes out to his bereaved parents and 
family in this hour of great sorrow.
